endowment of £25 for each bed would be euffi- 
cient for the purpose.

THE REDISTRIBUTION OF LAND. 

The deputation had brought before him a 
question of the utmost importance—the ques- 
tion of tho distribution of land at the present 
time among labourers. Well, he was old 
enough—some of those present were cld 
enough—to remember a whole generation of 
Land Acis in Ireland, He remembered hearing 
Mr. Gladstone’s Land Act of 1881 debated. ile 
had heard Mr. Gladstone introduce it; and he 
had heard the discussion f various measures 
dealing with land in more recent times; and 
one thing, about which all would agree, was 
that, if there was a hard road to travel and 
a thorny path, it was that which awaited any 
proposal for legislation dealing with Irish land 
in Parliament. And no man who had a scheme 
of tillage for the coming season, to present to 
an agricultural country, could dare to postpone 
it, if it was a matter of necessity, until he had 
prepared the way for it by such a large scheme 
of redistribution of land, us exceeded in its pre- 
portions anything that had ever been done in 
the country. When he was told that there 
were people who said now: “ Redistribute the 
land, and there will be tillage,” he classed 
them with the other critics of the compulsory 
tillage scheme who, said: '' Well, we are graz- 
ing our land, and are without apparatus for 
tillage; and because we are grazing our land, 
and because we have no present supply of 
labour and no ploughs, you must not ask us to 
do anything.”” This wae a scheme of compul- 
sory tallage; it was a scheme to provide food 
for the people. It was not a great social re- 
form; and it was not a redistribution scheme. 
The time would come when the question of 
land redistribution, so far as it had not been 
dealt with, would be further dealt with, and 
when social refofms would be dealt with; and 
they would be dealt with necessarily by legisla- 
tion. Now, he had to sec, as the man whore 
business it was to see, that administrative 
facilities were provided, and that what legisla- 
tion was possible was asked for—ho had to see 
that there was a fair course for the tillage 
scheme, and that everybody in the community 
got his fair chance of taking part in it, so far 
as the law as it at present stood, would enable 
him to do so for the present year. It was the 
present year for which he had responsibility; 
not the coming year or the year after. In the 
light of that preamble he came to consider some 
ractical proposals the deputation had made. 
he deputation had said, first of all, that there 
were estates for which the Estates Commis- 
sioners had agreed on terms with the owners, 
but that the owners wanted something different 
in the way of payment from what had been 
provided in the agreement—that they had 
egreed for land stock, and that they wanted 
money. Well, if a man agreed for land stock, and 
was not ready to take it, there was no agroe- 
ment. But wherever there was an agreement 
Mr. Mechan said those were cases in which 
cash was offered. 


WARNING TO LAND HOLDERS, 
Mr. Duke said that if a man agreed for land 
stock and was not ready to take it there was 
no agreement. That was a further difficulty. 
That changed the position, and parties did not 
now look at these respective matters in the 
way in which they used to *. Hí there was 
any owner who was not ready to part with 
his land on the terma of bis existing agree- 
mont, he (Mr. Duke) told the deputation that 
if any pressure of his could induce the Letates 
Commissioners to deal with that in a permancut 
way uo effort of his should be spared to pro 
duce that result. But the difficulty of the 
case was that the transfer should be made by 
agreement. He would look into the matter 
and see if there were hindrances capabie of 
being removed without legisletion, and, if so 
they would be removed. Something more ha 
been said with which he was much impretsed. 
It was said: “Here are local authorities ready 
to make themselves answerable for land, an! 
they cannot get it.” Local authorities had vv 
statutory powers to acquire land by compu! 
sion; their powers could not be enlarged ex. 
cept by legislation. There were many peop!- 
on both sides who thought the powers oí 
those local bodies ought to be enlarged. Ever; 
one of those landowners whe had been ap 
proached was under an obligation with regard 
to tillage, which it was the function of the 
Government to enforee. It waa said that they 
had entered into eleven-months’ contracts. The 
public inter@st required that the tillage regu!:- 
tions should not let the mere existence of 
eleven-months’ contracts to stand in the way of 
tillage; and if a man had an eleven months 
contract for 100 acres he must till ten acres 
unless he was absolved from it by the decision 
of a competent person who might be of opinion 
that the land is now being made better use of 
than if it were tilled. The farmer was not 
made the judge in his own case. He (Mr 


neighbourhood of towns would consider whether 
they could till the land themselves, whether 
they are gubject to the obligation to till it, 
and cannot do so, who are the best people to 
call in to till it, He had said to the deputa 
tion from the co-operative societies who waited 
on him the other day that the Department 
of Agriculture would welcome co-operative 
societies as tenants.

After a short time in hospital in London, he 
was sent home for two months’ leave, when he 
again went to the front, arriving in the trenches 
on Christmas Eve. He was greatly esteemed 
by his brother offieera, and waa recently men- 
tioned in the Field-Marshal’s The 
King and Queen sent a telegram to Lieutenant 
de Courcy’s parents, sympathising with them 
in their sorrow, Lientepant de Courey waa 20 
years of age.

Big,— The practical effect of the Tillage Regt- 
lations seems to be that those who hitherte 
have cultivated (as defined in the Kegulations) 
about 25 per cent. of their arable land in 
rotation, in accordance with accepted practice, 
now find at the eleventh hour, in an exception- 
ally severe season, that they have to treble their 
lea break, which will give a pleasant autumn 
outlook of unmanured stubbles. Is it reason- 
able to suppose that the tillage farmer has 
hitherto kept his horses and implements idle for 
a considerable portion of their time in favour- 
able weather? There is a large number of 
land-holders whose capital resources are very 
limited, and, as the outlay for Ullage equip- 
ment is a very serious item, what inducement 
for contracting a loan is offered by a guaran- 
teo of a '' fixed” price for only one year, based, 
moreover, on a sample of corn unknown in this 
country? There will be a pleasant prospect 
before them if, having ‘ compulsorily ” 
borrowed to start on their new career, they 
find themselves badly let in owing to the 
peculiarities of thie climate. 

‘Bo much for those whose reply to these Re- 
guiations may be: “I would like to do all I 
can, but I cannot."’ How about those whose 
answer is, *‘I will not"? There are, un- 
doubtedly, many of the “cannot” clase, and, 
in view of the feeling that exists in parts of 
the country, it is not unreasonable to suppose 
that the enforcement of the Regulations will 
in due course become & live issue. It is understood 
that a heavy fine is to be one of the pénalties. 
The other penalty, it is understood, is to be 
the transfer of the tillage section to some 

braon or petsona who will carry out the 

emulations. What a grand prospect of im- 
artial juatiog at once opens itself before ua! 
on delightfully simple it will be te put inte 
practice with tha “will note!” How very 
pleasant will be the position ef the obnoxious 
ranchers and others who may have fallen short 
of the Regulation standard, and how very safe 
will be the position of the rank and file of the 
agricultural community! 

I write in ne carping spirit, but as a loyal 
man, and I will venture to say that all the 
decent, hard-working sections of the agricul- 
tural community will rise to their country’s 
needs, to the best of their ability, without any 
penalties being threatened. Jt will, however, 
be very interesting to see, when the time comes, 
what steps will be taken egainst the “will 
nots” to enforea these well-considered

POSITION IN COUNTY MEATH. 

Addressing & epocially-convened meeting of 
the Meath County Committee of Agriculture, in 
Navan vesterday, Colonel Sir N. T. Everard, 
Bart., suid that there were two classes of men 
whom he found were most opposed to carry out 
the recommendations of the Department. First, 
those who had never tilled their land, and who, 
rathu:e than make an effort to do so, said they 
would sooner go to jail. There were others 
who had already tilled a large proportion of 
their land, and who said, very soundly and rea- 
eonably, that they had done as much as they 
could, and it was those who had done nothing 
that should be required to carry out this in- 
crease in tillage. ‘The main point, which he 
hoped everybody would undorstand, was that if 
we are to save the country from the horrors o1 
a famine it was necessary that one-tenth of the 
arable area of the country must be tilled. The 
opportunity, he was sorry to say, had been 
ecized for an endeavour to forea on the 
back to the land movement, He was not going 
to express any opinion on the advantages of 
placing the people on the land. But they had 
to consider the facts as they were. They had 
only about six or seven weeks in which time 
they would have to comply with the require- 
ments of the occasion—that was to say, to put 
one million acres under cultivation. Personally, 
he thought that everybody should do his 
utmost. 

Mr. Kennedy said no class waa readier to meet

You must have 
trained, skilled men to plough before you can 
start any extensive system of tillage.
